Pears will grow on almost any soil but 
will do best on a high elevation, provided 
the sub-soil is not too wet. Wherever this 
is the case the ground should be thoroughly 
underdrained. In very poor soil a heavy top 
dressing of manure in the fall will be of 
advantage. Standard pear trees should be 
planted twenty feet apart each way. 

Pears are subject to fire blight, a disease con- 
trolled only by cutting back the branches beyond 
the point of injury.
